Although it is almost thirty 
years since a new entertainment 
bore 
the credit “Music 
by 
George Gershwin.” and every­ 
thing believed written by the 
famous composer had b e e n 
heard, three of the master’s 
works, never performed in pub­ 
lic before, will be heard for the 
fist time in a new film. 
The miracle occurs in the 
Mirisch Corporation's presenta­ 
tion "Kiss Me, Stupid.” the new 
Billy Wilder comedy starring 
Dean Martin. Kim Novak and 
Ray Walston, now showing at 
the Peak Theatre in Pana vi­ 
sion “Songs.” say a credit for 
this picture, "by George a n d 
Ira Gershwin.” and there are 
three of them. 
It all came about, it was ex­ 
plained. through George’s habit 
of keeping musical notebooks 
during his brief lifetime. (He 
died at 37.1 When a new tune 
was evolved in his mind — and 
this was going on all the time, 
his brother Ira explained — he 
would write it down for future 
reference in a notebook. There 
were so many of these that be 
often forgot most of the ones 
which were unpublished for one 
reason or another, and this hap­ 
pened in the case of the three re­ 
cently discovered numbers.

Quilting reaches hark centuries; the Chinese have always 
worn quilted garments. The Europeans discovered quilt­ 
ing when they went on the Crusades. M ilitant Christians, 
weighted down with their hammered Iron, met their match 
in the Saracens who wore quilted silk under !it»ht-as-air 
chain arm or. But if they didn't win the Holv (.and. they 
at least took quilting back to their native lands Quilting 
reached a high point in the 16th Century' wh*»n .Spanish 
galleons took cargoes of gold out of Mexico and Peru. 
Spanish court ladies lived splendidly in their silken gowns 
quilted with threads of spun gold and embellished with 
precious jewels. Colonial ladies saved their srrans of fab­ 
rics and sewed them into quilts to keep their families warm 
in the cold cabins that were usually heated bv only one 
central fireplace.

LEISURETIME BOOKS by John F rier 
‘Worlds in Collision’ 
Remains Popular Book 


WORLDS IN COLLISION — 
Delta has just published the first 
paperback edition of Immanuel 
Vdikovsky's “ WORDS IN COL­ 
LISION. “ Never out of p r i n t 
since it was first published in 
hardcover fifteen years ago, this 
admittedly 
unorthodox 
book 
which propounds a catastrophic 
theory of evolution — a theory 
that was discarded by scientists 
with the advent of Darwin ain 
has inspired a raging public de­ 
bate from the day it first ap­ 
peared. The sort of intramural 
battle usually swaged in the 
comparative privacy of scientif­ 
ic meetings and journals be­ 
came matter for the front pages 
of the newspapers 
Almost to a man, the scientif­ 
ic academy opposed Vdikov- 
sky, as historically they have 
opposed any new ideas which 
coukl not be proved by existing 
methods. When their attempts 
to siqpprest the book before its 
publication foiled, they instigat­ 
ed a boycott of the publisher's 
lucrative and vital textbook di­ 
vision which could not be ig­ 
nored and soon the rights were 
transferred to another publish­ 
er, 
despite 
the 
fact 
that 
WORLDS IN COLLISION was 
high on the best seller lists. The 
book's editor and a museum 
astronomy curator who had de­ 
fended Velikovsky (he did not 
support everything Velikovsky 
said, only his right to say it) 
found themselves jobless. 
Through the years the bitter 
arguments have continued, de­ 
spite the fact that, as Erie Lar­ 
rabee said in a Harper’s article 
last 
year, “ Proposals which 
seemed so shocking when he 
made them are now common­ 
place. and even the fatal word, 
’catastrophe* appears with reg­ 
ularity in scientific literature. 
In fact there is scarcely one of 
Vetikovsky’s central idem — as 
long as it was taken separately 
and devoid of its implications 
— which has not since been pro­ 
pounded in all seriousness by a 
scientist of repute.*’ 
Dr. Velikovsky has not Blade 
any textual changes in this Del­ 
ta Edition, because, as be states 
la the new preface, “ I wished 
to keep tile tad in tis original 
farm in order that, unaltered, 
it should face all subsequent 
discoveries in the fields it covers 
or touches upon.*’ In conclud­ 
ing this new preface he also re­ 
minds the reader of a remark 
made by philosopher H. But 
tefield in 1949, ‘The supreme 
parados of the scientific revo­ 
lution is in the fact that things 
we find easy to instill into the 
hoys at school. . . things which 
would strike us as the ordinary 
natural way of looking aft Aw 
universe . . . defeated the great­ 
est intellects for centuries.” 
Born in Russia, Immanuel 
Velikovsky studied natural sci­ 
ences at tite University of Ed­ 
inburgh. history, law and medi­ 
cine (M D.) hi Moscow, biology 
I MASONE 
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ial Berlin, the working of the 
brain in Zurich, and psychoanal­ 
ysis in Vienna. He practiced 
both medicine and psychiatry in 
Israel for many years until 1939 
when he arrived in the United 
States to do research for an 
analytical 
study 
of 
Freud's 
dreams and a comparative study 
of Oedipus. Akhnaton and Moses, 
three figures who were prom! 
nent in Freud'* 
works and 
thoughts. It was through this re­ 
search that he came upon the 
idea that was to result 
in 
WORLDS IN COLLISION 
He 
cancelled his plans to return to 
Israel and set to work on this 
idea which was to change his 
life. Dr. Velikovsky has written 
two other books which concern 
this one idea, AGES IN CHAOS 
and EARTH IN UPHEAVAL 
Married and the father of tw> 
daughters. Dr. Velikovsky now 
lives and works in Princeton. 
N. J. 
He often lectures on 
WORLDS IN COLLISION and 
related topics and has just com­ 
pleted a series of talks at New 
York's New School for Social 
Research. 


Animal Behavior — This is 
the 22nd volume in the L i f e 
Nature Library series, investi­ 
gates the young and uncharted 
science of animal behavior — 
from the subtle internal move­ 
ments of the unicellular amoeba 
to the transoceanic migrations 
of the humpback whale. 
The enormous variety of an 
imal behavior repertoires and 
the research methods applied 
to than are described in Author 
Niko Tinbergen's interpretive 
text and picture essays by the 
staff of Time-Life Books. 
Tinbergen, a naturalist of in­ 
ternational reknown, probes the 
functional significance of ani­ 
mal behavior patterns by first 
examining the sensory equip­ 
ment of animals — the compar­ 
ative differences among them­ 
selves and in relation to human 
beings. Citing short, illustrative 
studies, he demonstrates how 
the welter of stimuli impinging 
on animal senses evokes a spe­ 
cific set of responses; bow the 
mechanics of action function 
and what external movement re­ 
sults. 
All animal behavior, he points 
out. fundamentally contributes 
to survival. One of the most 
important of these behavioral 
patterns — orientation to one s

A discussion of the psycholo­ 
gist’s urgent “ nature vs. nur­ 
ture” question — the degree to 
which instinct and learning af­ 
fect the development of behav­ 
ior — underlines the overlap­ 
ping of tile sciences in animal 
behavior research. At the out­ 
set TSnberger acknowledges this 
alliance among scientists: “ I 
am only one single member of 
a guild in which thousands of 
psychologists, zoologists, physi­ 
ologists, ecologists and geneti­ 
cists are jointly building a new 
science.” 
The study of animal behavior 
has transcended the descriptive 
stage of science. Beyond the ac­ 
cumulation of pine data, the 
author seeks to discover signi­ 
ficant patterns and 
relation­ 
ships in the variety of animal 
phenomena. Such a concept, the 
relation of animal behavior to 
tise understanding of mew cul­ 
minates foe final chapter. In 
this comparative analysis of the 
avolation of behavior, he fits 
men ado an uneasy picture. 
. we have changed our en­ 
vironment, including our social 
environment, so fast that it has 
outpaced our genetically deter- 
minted behavioral adaption t . .

Carter's ’The Far West' 
Goes Into Second Edition 


COLORADO SPRINGS - Am­ 
ericans find the old West the 
most exciting period in U. S. 
history, says Prof 
Harvey L. 
Carter of Colorado College here. 
Professor Carter makes the 
statement in his ' The Far West 
in American History.” The short 
book, published for the Ameri­ 
can Historical Association by the 
Service Center for Teachers of 
History, has just gone into its 
second edition 
The Colorado College profes­ 
sor was asked by the American 
Historical Association to write 
the book, a 
basic 
tool 
for 
graduate students in American 
history and oilier scholars. 
“ The average American has 
less real knowledge of. but much 
greater interest rn the history 
of the Far West than he has 
concerning any other phase of 
the history of his country." Pro­ 
fessor Carter says in the revised 
edition of his book. “ The rea­ 
sons for this state of affairs are 
two in number and they may be 
stated an dexplamed in the fol­ 
lowing manner 
“ First, there is genuine qual­ 
ity of adventure pertaining to 
the hiistory of the frontier.” he 
says. “ This adventurous quality 
adheres in particular to the Far 
West because it was there that 
Hie frontier was the last to dis­ 
appear from the scene and so 
lingers the more readily in the 
popular imagination Moreover, 
these adventures happened to 


ordinary people with whom the 
average American can easily 
identify himself. Putting him­ 
self in the place of a cowboy or 
a driver of a covered wagon is 
easier than imagining himself 
to be a statesman or a general 
“ Tile second reason for great­ 
er interest, on the part of the 
average 
American, 
in 
Far 
Western history is that for sev- 
cral generations it has b e e n 
presented to the public through 
various media other than his­ 
tory books and classes." Profes­ 
sor Carter says. 
“ The effect has been. not to 
cause Americans to become in­ 
terested in the study of history, 
but to cause them to become 
so attached to the legend that 
they actuality offer mental re­ 
sistance to Uie efforts of histor 
ians to replace legend 
with 
fact.” the Colorado College pro­ 
fessor says 
“ It also results 
that 
the 
average 
American 
knows far less about Far West­ 
ern history than he thinks he 
knows.” 
“ The Far West in American 
History" is an introduction to 
important source books dealing 
with the history of the western 
states. 
It covers such areas as min­ 
ing, cattlemen and homestead­ 
ers. the pre-American period. 
great explorations, the fur trade, 
territorial expansion and early 
settlement, transportation. In­ 
dians, and text books on the old 
West.

eders maintain there is wolf 
blood in their dogs I have an 
idea that this heigtens the my­ 
stery and romance around the 
breed and certainly adds color 
Actually the Malamute a n d 
the other Arctic breeds are very- 
far from the wolf in appearance 
and 
disposition 
All 
Arctic 
breeds stand erect and proud 
and carry their tails high and 
happy and almost all of theft! 
are even tempered, affection­ 
ate and friendly. The wolf has a 
slinking movement and carries 
his tail between his legs 
There is a natural range in 
size of the Malamute. The de­ 
sirable sizes are: Males. 25 inch­ 
es and 25 pounds. Females 23 
inches and 75 pounds. In judging 
this breed their function as a 
sled dog for heavy freighting 
must 
be given consideration 
above all else. He should be 
heavy-boned, powerfully built, 
com pac* with sound legs and 
powerful shoulders. 
In the United States the Mala 
mute is shown on the bench 
They are still popular sled dogs 
for winter recreation. They are 
very fond of people, especially 
children.

They are NOT hus­ 
kies. The word “husky'* has been 
ii'ed in the North to describe 
working dogs of mixed breeds 
used to pull sleds. No pure-brecd 
of Arette dog is catted a husky 
except the Siberian Husky. 
The Alaskan Malamute is na 
tive Alaskan Artic breed, cou 
sin to the Samoyed of Russia. 
Siberian Husky I (Colma River 
Region I and the Eskimo dogs 
of Greenland and Labrador He 
was named after the native In 
nuit tribe called the MahlemuK 
who settled along the shores of 
Kotzebue Sound in the upper 
western part of Alaska. "Hus 
Arctic region was discovered by 
Hie Russians who called it “ Al- 
ashak” or “vast country”. Na­ 
tives were already living in this 
region when the Russians arriv­ 
ed and they returned with stor 
ies of “native people using dogs 
to haul sleds”. 
The origin of these people and 
all Arctic dogs has never been 
known for sure. In all of the 
early writings of these people 
the M alam ute dogs are always 
mentioned. 
A book entitled “Researches 
of Alaska’* includes several ref 
erences with these Malamute 
dogs being called the native 
dogs of Alaska. “Natives recog­ 
nized in their crude way the im­ 
portance of the dogs, as they 
were considered indispensible 
for transportation in the North” 
Another Alaskan traveler, a 
missionary 
who 
journeyed 
thousands of miles by dog team 
writes: 
“The dogs are powerful look­ 
ing. have thick, dense double 
coats (outer coat of thick course 
fur and inner coat of fuzzy down 
lying close to the skin) called

They Dream of a Cultural Center Here

The New Art-Crafts School of­ 
fers a haven for creativity in 
the wooded hills of Black For­ 
est. 
Directed by a man who be­ 
lieves that every person has an 
innate art ability, the school en­ 
ters the half way mark in its sec­ 
ond year grounded on the pledge 
to promote a unique opportunity 
for professionals, art lovers and 
children to continue self devel­ 
opment and full expression of 


talent through the aid of pro­ 
fessional guidance 
The catalytic 
agent is Al 
Wynne, a 42-year-old native of 
Colorado Springs, entering his 
17th year of teaching persisted 
by a dream to create a cultural 
center in the region. 
The dream isn t fulfilled, but 
Wynne and his wife, Lou, have 
faith in the future and in their 
abilities as artists and teachers 
Both stimulate the program 
at New ArtCrafts. Both mois­ 
ten seeds of creativity innate in 
their students. Both plan to 
make the school a haven where 


artists can work unhampered by 
the pressures of society. 
“We have a lot of faith in 
what we can do,” Wynne said, 
echoing his wife's feelings. 
The frame workshop — once a 
dog kennel — opened its doors 
on Sept. 30, 1963 after the 
Wynnes returned to the Pikes 
Peak area from jaunts aound 
the country as students and 
teachers. 
He holds a masters degree in 
art from the State University of 
Iowa and taught five years at 
Iowa Wesleyan College, public 
schools at Cresco. Iowa, a n d 


Kingsport, Term, and was art 
consultant for the Anchorage. 
Alaska public school system. 
Wynne served as assistant pro­ 
fessor of art at Colorado Col­ 
lege during the 1961-62 school 
year and was guest artist at the 
Fine Arts Center the following 
summer. 
Lou Wynne holds a bachelor 
of arts degree from Iowa Wes­ 
leyan, where she met her hus­ 
band, and assists him in direct­ 
ing the art school here. She 
teaches the sixth grade art pro­ 
gram at the Black Forest ele­ 
mentary school. 
Al Wynne has exhibited his 
own work since 1948 in regional, 
state and national shows, includ­ 
ing the 27th Biennial Exhibition 
of American Painting.

ARTS 
CHRONICLE by tru e r 
Viewers React Strongly 
To New ‘Optical Art’ 


OPTICAL ART—We had quite 
a few comments ob last week’s 
picture of Optica] Art, which is 
currently on view at the Mu­ 
seum of Modern Art in N ew 
York. Some people were affect­ 
ed so strongly fiat they said 
it made them dizzy; others 
found it a very puzzling gim­ 
mick. and there seems little 
doubt that die effect of this kind 
of Optical Art is strong. 
This. on the other hand, pro­ 
vides a rather interests^ con­ 
trast to Mw reaction of people 
to Optical Art as against the 
reaction to abstract impres­ 
sionists While the 
“s m e a r 
paintings*’ often used to evoke 
scorn, or amusement to the un­ 
initiated. this new Optical Art 
apparently has an entirely dif­ 
ferent impact- And there is good 
reason for it, for Optical Art 
could be classified as a science- 
art. or ari-science. which deals 
not simply with a few blobs and 
smears which the pander has 
sloshed on the canvas; rather. 
Optical Art has abandoned the 
subjectivity of the abstract im­ 
pressionists. and entered a pure 
ly objective field — with sub­ 
jective reaction, of course. 
Whether this is art or optical 
science has already been debat­ 
ed; and several times I have 
commented in my column about 
it Undoubtedly, it c o n t d be 
judged by individuals according 
to their own preference. B ut 
that this type of art has a defi­ 
nite impact on the eye—in an ob 
ejective way, but with subjective 
reactions—can hardly be denied. 
Despite the subjective reac­ 
tions of the view, the new Op 
heal Art could perhaps be called 
a definite, and a rather strong, 
return to the intellect among 
painters And this in itself may 
be quite 
significant, an d a 
healthy trend, for the painter, 
once more, instead of b e i n g 
swamped by the chaos which 
he sees around him (at least 
some of them> once more reach­ 
es out to organize the patterns 
As I mentioned before this 
new reach into the laws of ‘ see 
mg” could perhaps be compart'd 
with the discoveries of per 
spective centuries ago; or with 
the theories of color. 
A nd 
therefore, it is interesting to see 
the approach which die Museum 
of Modern AK. itself, takes 
Tile exhibition at the museum 
is entitled, rather aptly. ' The 
Responsive Eye,” for the eye — 
and indeed, the balance off the 
viewer is definitely adfected by- 
works of Optical AK. 
The exhibition 
consists of 
more than 
IM paintings and 
constructions by 99 artists from 
some 15 countries. It is a docu­ 
mentation of a widespread and 
“powerful” (as the museum 
calls Ml new direction in con­ 
temporary aK. 
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Hie exhibit is directed by Wil­ 
liam G Seitz, curator of pant­ 
ing and sculpture. The exhibit 
teas announced in 190 and bas 
been in preparation for more 
than a year. In other words, it 
ip not a sudden phenomenon 
The museum further says 
“As Seitz points out in the 
accompanying catalogue, these 
works exist less as' objects so be 
examined than as generators of 
perceptual responses in Re eye 
and mind of the viewer. Using 
only lines, bands and patterns, 
flat ideas cif color, white, gray 
or Mack or cleanly cut wood, 
glass, metal and plastic, per­ 
ceptual artists establish a new 
relationship between the observ­ 
er and a work of aK. 
“These new kinds of abject 
ive experiences, which result 
from the simultaneous contrast 
of colors, after-images, illusions 
and other optical devices, are 
entirely real to the eye even 
though they do not exist physic­ 
ally in the work itself Each ob­ 
server 
sees 
and 
responds 
somewhat differently 
“Certain of the artists shown 
such as the Italians of the re 
cently dispersed Gruppo “N 
and the Spaniards of Equipo 57 
have an impersonal, technolog 
leal approach. Others, like Mor­ 
ris Louis. Piero Dorazio and 
Ad Reinhardt, are poetic, mus­ 
ical or mystical m spirit: these 
two extremes sometimes even 
exist together Some, like Agam, 
depend for their impact on 
the movement of the spectator 
Yet none of them. Seitz says 
merely follows a system or an 
invariable rule: rather they dis 
cover inherent laws through ere 
alive experience. 
“The exhibition is limited to 
works that represent its theme 
most purely. Representational 
images, symbols arx! free forms 
which evoke associations, ges- 
toral brush strokes and thick 
impasto which tend to muffle 
and weaken the function of col­ 
ors and shapes, are excluded 
“Every 
relevant 
tendency 
within the theme of the exhi 
bit ion is represented, including 
those which have been categor­ 
ized as Optical, R e t i n a l or 
Cool art. Hard-Edge Painting. 
Visual Research. The New Ab­ 
straction, La 
Nouvelle Ten­ 
dance. Past Painterly Abstr*' 
hon. Color Imagery and Prog­ 
rammatic Art. 
“As was the case during the 
15lh century when artists em 
ployed the new method of linear 
perspective, the means used in 
these works have reverbera­ 
tions beyond the field of art 
They incorporate laws af vision 
studied by such 19th century 
scientists as Heknhottz. Her mg 
and Chevnael, and applied, but 
only sprodteaBy. by artists since 
the tine of Monet, Cezanne and 
Sews*, lim mew perceptual aK 
marks rn peak in the history of 
visual research; M utilises the 
graphic demonstrations of ex­ 
perimental psychology and op­ 
tics (among diem the dynamic 
effects of ambiguous perspect­ 
ive and moire pattern); it trans­ 
fers experiments begun in de­ 
sign schools to Ute fine arts; it 
offers a new and rich source 
of study to scientists in several 
fields 
“As Seitz indicates in the cat­ 
alog of the exhibition, fascinat­ 
ing new possibilities are pre­ 
sented by the new perceptual 
aK. 
Can such works, that refer to 
nothing outside themselves, re­ 
place with psychic effectiveness 
the content that has been aban 
doned? What are the potentiali­ 
ties of a visual aK capable of af­ 
fecting perception so physically 
and directly?

Good Photog Concent rales 
On Subject, Not Settings 
By IRVING DESPOR 
I recently watched a couple of 
photographers in action 
and 
could see Ole difference between 
“know-how” and “ guess-how.” 
Neither was a professional pho­ 
tographer. that is, one f r o m 
whom perfection might be ex­ 
pected. But one moved smooth­ 
ly, adeptly and quickly and the 
other hesitated, checked inces­ 
santly and changed his mind 
often in handling his camera. 
It boils down to the basic abil­ 
ity of knowing your camera and 
mastering the simple mechanics 
of loading film. taking and Ki­ 
ting 
your 
exposure 
adjust­ 
ments. focusing and shooting 
flash. Actually these are all 
mechanical adjustments which 
a photographer should atttend to 
automatically so that he might 
concentrate his major attention 
on the subject matter 
It is reasonable to suppose 
that anyone devoting full at­ 
tention to the subject in front of 
the camera, studying the pose 
and camera angle and alertly 
watching for the peak instant to 
capture an expression or physic­ 
al action, will get better pictures 
than a person fumbling with 
camera adjustments 
We are all aware that exper­ 
ience is the best teacher In oth­ 
er words, if an amateur took 
enough pictures he would ac­ 
quire the necessary experience 
and confidence that comes with 
““know-how." 
Though experience is best, it 
isn t the only method of learn­ 
ing — theYe is another way. It 
is called practice, a form of 
camera homework You start by 
gathering all 
the 
instruction 
booklets for the cameras or 
equipment that you own. They 
should be studied with the cam­ 
era or equipment at hand for 
reference. A review of instruc­ 
tions often leads to greater un­ 
derstanding of the equipment as 
well as the operations 
The next step is a dry run of 
the various procedures that are 
part of camera handling Many 
people find it troublesome to 
load film Sacrifice a roll of film 
if there isn t an outdated r o l l 
to practice with. but load film 
again and again and again. Ev­ 
entually you ll discover there's 
a knack to doing it smoothly 
and correctly. After that. there'll 
be no fumbling 
It pays to practice holding 
your camera until you find a 
steady, comfortable grip while 
changing from vertical to hori­ 
zontal views and back again. 
And learn to squeeze the release 
button to get away from any 
possibility of camera movement 
that comes with jabbing a fin­ 
ger. 
You can also practice setting 
combinations of shutter speeds 
and lens openings so that you 
can shift to a faster or slower 
speed or to a larger or smaller

I have 
to admit the mountain approach­ 
ed perfection to a far greater 
degree than did my skiing, but 
it was easy to overlook that lit­ 
tle item in the face of some tru­ 
ly enjoyable skiing The snow. 
with the exception of a couple 
of icy spots I found all by my­ 
self < strange that no one else 
complained about them) w a s 
beautiful, and we did practically 
everything we could think of to 
make use of it . . 
including 
taking more than a few ignom­ 
inious falls. I don't mind failing, 
since it s part of the game, but 
when I take one in full view of 
the lift line and then slide a 
couple of hundred feet just to 
make sure everyone notices, it 
gets to be a bit much. 
Just after we arrived we ran 
into some friends of my wife 
from Baltimore, who were tak­ 
ing in the sun and snow on their 
way back home. Dr David Ding- 
man and his lovely wife Jan 
were the friends and he's been 
touring the country giving lec­ 
tures 
on mountain climbing. 
One of the 18 members of the 
American Expedition who con- 
quereed MI. Everest in 1963. 
he's still found time to complete 
a course in medicine, and has 
his sights set on becoming a 
plastic surgeon . . . all this, 
and he's still on the sunny side 
of 30. I was tempted to ask 
what he did in his spare time, 
but after watching him ski. there 
wasn't any need for it. 
We spent the weekend skiing 
with them, and found time Sat­ 


urday night to have a marvelous 
dinner at Pepi Granschammer s 
little pub in Vail Village. 
The rates at Vail are a bit 
steep on a reporter s salary, but 
other than that things were very 
comfortable. A single day s tic­ 
ket for all lifts is S6 50. and it 
doesn't hurt nearly so m u c h 
when you take in the view from 
the top of the Gondola 
One thing anyone going there 
for a weekend should remember, 
however, is that because of the 
newness of the resort, and also 
because of the distance from 
any sizable community, sleep­ 
ing accomodations are very hard 
to come by. We drove 30 miles 
late Saturday night to a place 
called Eagle in order to find a 
motel room . . . as it was we 
were lucky, since immediately 
on arrival at Ute area Satur­ 
day morning we shopped around 
and had the room reserved Oth­ 
erwise, we might still be look­ 
ing. 
The drive to and from the 
area is, all things considered, 
fairly easy. The roads were 
clear all the way. and except 
for one stretch on either side 
of Hoosier Pass (approximate­ 
ly 11,000 feet high), the moun­ 
tains aren't too much trouble. 
We had planned on stopping at 
Breckenridge either on the way 
out or the way back, but as 
usually happens, we got so inter­ 
ested in the proceedings at Vail 
that we didn't allot any time 
for it. So the next trip will have 
to include a day at that fine 
area.
